Return  to  your 
adviser  and  complete  your  official  material  for  adviser's  approval.  Take  your 
approval  packet  to  your  Director  for  final  approval  before  you  go  to  the  Bursar. 

5.  All  women  students  must  have  the  Dean  of  Women's  notation  that  the  place  of  residence  is 
approved.
